1. Must all volumes be held as confidential until all are printed 
before they can be sold by, the Superintendent of Documents? 

2. We would like to deliver the 2,000 copies of each volume ordered 
by the Commission as they are completed. To what address? 

3. All the books are being printed by Offset Lithography. Nega- 
tives and reproduction proofs of the type can be held in stor- 
age for future reprints, as requested by the Superintendent of 
Documents. 


If revisions or changes are contemplated in any of the volumes, 
which might require re-makeup of any of the pages, the type 
should also be held in storage. ^ 

A terminating date should be established for holding negatriy.es 
or type however, such as 26, 52, or 104 weeks, etc. 

If the pages of standing type are not needed, permission should 
be given to "kill" them as there is considerable metal involved 
which we would like to put back into use. 

4. The price of the books in paper covers for sale by the Superin- 
tendent of Documents will be $1.50 each, to be sold in complete 
sets only, at $22.50 for set of 15 volumes. The Summary with 
hard bound cover will be $1.75.
